The undersigned has reviewed the plans and considered tho application of the Recrea-
tion Department of the Olty of Austin for a permit to build two piers and a floating plat-
form, together with a. guard rope and marking buoys 'extending out Into Lake Austin on the
Patfc property owned by the Olty of Austin, located some ten (10) ralloo above the

Since those piers extend out Into the Lake approximately 70 feet and the floating
platform approximately 120 feet and the marking buoys some 1^5 feet, they will bo In
confllctlon with the ordinance governing construction along tho lake front. However, elnco
the Oltlaone Conservation Dorps have erootod a very beautiful and oubotantlal bath house
on this alto and with a very largo sand boaoh In front of same extending out Into the
Lake, to make tho proper use of seuno and provide those natural facilities for tho oltlssons
of Austin to onjoy, It bocomoa nooeooary to provide oultablo faollltlee and safeguards
ouch ao those marking buoys and life ropes* Therefore, wo ro command that tho City
